(3) if the allotment is more 
than 13.5 acres and the 
farmer will not apply for 
price support, whether he 
wants the wheat meas- 
ured to preserve maxi- 
mum acreage history cre- 


dit. 
Chairman Ellis urges 
that farmers return the 


cards as soon as possible 
so that the county office 
may obtain measurements 
and give producers an op- 
portunity to adjust excess 
wheat acreage before the 
final disposition date.

Retardent Paint 


Research for new and 
expanded uses for farm 
products led to an impor- 
tant discovery recently--a 
fire retardent paint. 

Due to hit the marke 
soon, the paint, being 
worked on by U,S, Depart- 
ment of Agriculture scien- 
tists along with other agen- 
cies, contains an oil from 
tung nuts, an important 
farm crop in the Gulf Coast 
region, 

Auburn University For- 
ester Ike Martin says the 
paint looks like ordinary 
paint. It’s applied with ar 
ordinary brush or roller. 
When the paint is exposed 
to a flame, it develops a 
thick, carbon-containing 
layer that acts as a non- 
flammable insulating bar- 
rier.

What does the Pensions 
and Security Department do

their feet, it works on such 
problems as finding a nurs- 
ing home or making referral 
for rehabilitation, it provides 
many child welfare services, 
and it works with other agen- 
cies, groups, and individuals 
for community betterment. 
(There is not room here to 
list all of the agency’s 
services.) 


Does a husband's income 
count against his wife's old 
age pension check? 


Yes, when a husband and 
wife are living together, 
their total income must be 


considered in regard to eli- 
gibility for a pension. If a 
man makes only enough for 
his own needs, or for part of 
his wife’s needs, as figured 
by agency standards, she 
may be eligible for a pen- 
sion. 


Can a person claimed by 
someone else as dn income 
tax dependent draw an old 
age pension? 


A person who claims ano- 
ther as an income tax de-; 
‘pendent is expected to fur- 
nish at least half of the de- 
pendent’s support. If he 
furnishes no more than that, 
it is possible for the person 
to be eligible for a pension 
based on up to half his 
needs by agency standards. 


Can you buy a home while 
drawing an old age pension? 


Yes, you can, in line with 
Department rules. Ask your 
county department for de- 
tails. You may also accept 
a home as a gift if you do 
not own one _ already.
